Many doctors 
believe women are more prone 
to twins after 30, and women 
who use the pill for a long 
period of time before deciding 
to conceive.

Although he had retired 
trom Congress, McCul- 
louch, invited Mitchell to his 
Piqua home during his vaca- 
tion or any other time. 

Kumpa's tribute con-~ 
cluded with these profound 
words: 

“In his lifetime, Mitchell 
won many honors. But | am 
sure that the child who grew 
up poor in the 1300 block of 
Little Stockton St. in Balti- 
more would prefer to be 
remembe; :d as a man who 
stood for the advancement 
of man along moral lines.” 

Dr. Mays was most noted 
for his dynamic and inspira- 
tional leadership for 27 
years as president of More- 
house College, and as Dean 
of the School of Religion at 
Howard University. Upon 
his retirement, he was Pres- 
ident Emeritus of More- 
house. 

Like Mitchell, Mays was at 
the side of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., during the histori- 
cal Washington march in 
1963. And at Dr. King's 
request, Dr. Mays delivered 
the main eulogy at his fun- 
eral in 1965. 

Dr. Mays made his last 
public appearance in 
Columbus as the featured 
speaker at a reception 
honoring Dr. Charles Taylor 


———upon -his- seleetion-as—the 


youngest president in the 
history of Wilberforce Uni- 
versity several years ago. 
During his long and 
undaunted career, Dr. Mays 
delivered addresses at some 
250 colleges and universi- 


ties and at more than 500 
churches. He held more 
than 30 honorary degrees in 
Divinity, Law, Education, 


and the Humanities.

Justice Departments war on:rights

The folks over at the Department 
of Justice have been busy these 
days. Given their obligation to 
fight discrimination, you'd think 
their activity would be directed 
toward that end. 

Unfortunately, that’s not the 
case. The Department's long- 
simmering guerilla war on civil 
rights measures, especially affir- 
mative action, has blossomed into 
a renewed offensive. 

And it is offensive in every sense 
of the word. The Department 
recently joined in two major court 
actions.,Ona seeks t oferturn 
local laws setting portions of jocal 
contracts, aside for mihority busi- 
nesses. The other tries to overturn 
local affirmative action hiring and 
promotion efforts. 

in both cases, the net effect of a 
Justice Department victory in the 
courts would be to reduce jobs 
and opportunities for Black - 
people. : 

The set-aside case derives from 
@ Dade County, Florida law that 
reserves some county construc- 
tion work for Black businesses. 

After the Liberty City riots in 
Miami, it was learned that Black- 
owned business had received only 
one percent of all county con- 
tracts. The county wisely sought 
to remedy that by taking as its

10 percent of féderal public-works 
contracts were set aside for minor- 
ity business.

NAACP at war: 


Some weeks ago | chronicled 
the historical triumphs of the 
NAACP, America's oldest and 
largest civil rights organization, up 
to the end of World War ti. By 
exposing the racists practices of a 
segregated America, this watch- 
“Gog for Black Civil rights irisured™ 
the hopes for racial equality for 
millions of Black Americans. 
However, the battle had just 
begun. 

Black progress in America fol- 
lowing WWI! was spotted with few 
triumphs. The annual NAACP 
report described 1946 as “one of 
the grimmest years in the history 
of the Association.” But, the Afro- 
American's try for racial equality 
did not go unheard. for long. 
Responding to a more demanding 
Black America, President Harry S. 
Truman In 1948 issued two execu- 
tive orders. One ended discrimina- 
tlon in federal employment practi- - 
cas and the other created a 
committee on equal treatment in 
the armed forces which subse- 
quently led to the desegregation of 
the military. 

Also In 1948, Dr, W.E.8. OuBats 
broke with the Association for 
good. This ended a relationship 
hotwean the Association ant one 
of its most illustrious members 
because of ideological and per- 
sonality differences. 

In the 1950's, the Association 
increased its political muscle by 
organizing voter registration 
drives throughout the South. To 
some, however, Blacke were mov- 
ing too much and too fast. 

Florida staie NAACP President 
Harry T. Moore and his wife Hen- 
flalin-were.ostive-in registering 
Blacks to vole. On their 25th anni- 
versary, a firebomb destroyed 
their home on December 25, 1961. 


Nine people were indicted for their 
murder, but no one was ever con- 
victed. In 1978, a White man con- 
fessed to the murder bombing of 
Mr. and Mrs. Moore, However, no 
charges were ever brought against 
him. 

—On-dune-t7; 1954; the Associa- 
tion dealt segregation one of its 


most lethal blows when the 
upreme Court declared - 
tion in public schools inconette 
tlonal in the landmark Brown 
Decision, Engineered by NAACP 
legal counsel Thurgood Marshall, 
the Brown Decision was heralded 
as the greatest. legal victory in 
NAACP history. Just as signficant 
that year was President Owight 
Elsenhower's public expression of 
Black sentiment at the NAACP's 
Freedom Fulfiliment Conference 
in Washington, DC. 


In 1955, the NAACP came under 
the leadership of. tts third Bisck 
executive secretary following Wal- 
ter’s White's death in March. Roy 
Wilkins, who had been with the 
Association since 1931; took over 
the leadership duties. in April, but 
with the new title of executive 
director. 

While the court was ordering 
school integration with af! deliber-

September 1957, President Eisen- 
hower ordered federal troops to 
escort Black students to Central 
High Schoo! in Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas following widespre1 violence 
at the school. It was ti first time 
since Reconstruction t...t a prest- 
dent had used federal troops to 
enforce the constitutional rights of 
Biack Americans. These courage- 
ous Black students were. labelled 
The Little Rock Nine. 

Also in 1957, Congress passed 
the firet federal civil rights tegista- 
tion since 1875. The bill estab- 
lished a civil rights commission 
andar ciel rights Civision tr ite 
Justice Department to investigate 
voting rights discrimination. 

Racial tension in America 
apexed in the 1960's. Civil rights 
activist blossomed around 
the country and protest demon- 
strations, riots and sit-ins were 
common occurrence. The Associ- 
ation was being overshadowed 
during this period by a new wave 
of Black militancy. 

Nonetheless, the nation's oldest 
and largest civil rights organiza- 
tion marched on with its programs. 

Then on a warm June evening in 


1963 fuel was added to the fire of 
racial tension in the South. Med- 
gar Evers, the NAACP's Miséis- 
sippi field director, was murdered 
outside his home by a White 
assassin. 


But the NAACP rebounded from’ 
the loss of Evers with two victories 
in the years following his death. In 
1964, pagsage of the 24th Amend- 
ment eliminated poll tax require-. 

zy ments. The next year, President 
Lyndon Johnson signed the Vot- 
ing Rights Act of 1965 which sus- 
pended fiteracy tests. 


Under Roy Wilkins’ expert lead- 
ership, the NAACP struggled: 
through the turbulent 60s. in 1976, 
Wilkins stepped down and Ben- 
jamin Hooks, the first Black to 
serve as Federal Communications 
Commissioner, became the Asso- 
ciation’s fourth Black executive 
director.

Gaye was soon to fol- 
tow with such memorable hits 
as “Hitch Hike,” “Stubborn 
Kind of Fellow,” and later in his 
career enthralled soul music 
followers with the sensuous 
“Let's Get It On,” and “Sexual 
Healing,” which earned him a 
Grammy last year. 

In between he topped the 
charts with what some con- 
sider a classic alburn, “What's 
Going On,” which contained 
the hit singles “Mercy, Mercy 
Me" and “Inner City Blues.” He 
also recorded the soundtrack 
for the movie “Troubled Man.”

Black group to study police response to 


The National institute of Justice 
has awarded $130,000 to the 
Nationa! Organization of Bjack 
Law Entorcement Executives 
(NOBLE) to study the pol 
response to violence against racial 
and religious minority groups. 
NOBLE is a nonprofit organization, 


-of professional police chiefs, 


command-level law enforcement 
officials and staff who mal ind, 
implement policy decisions con- 
cerning the safety and general 
welfare of urban communities. 

The project will develop model 
procedures for investigating 

ally or religiously motivated 
al s, said Ira Harris, NOBLE's 
President. “This project is long 
overdue. incidents of racial and 
religious violence or harassment 
cut across the regional, socioeco- 
nomic and racial boundaries. They 
threaten the domestic tranquility 
of the community at large.” 

“This type of violent incident is 
particularly insidious because it 
spreads fear throughout the whole 
community,” commented James 
K.- Stewart, Director of the Insti- 
tute, which is a U.S. Department of 
Justice agency. 

“What we learn from the 
research will fill a void. Law 
enforcement policies and proce- 
dures in this area are not well 
articulated. As a result, we are 
hampered in our ability to confront 
and contro! such violence and aid 


its victims,” Stewart added. 


The study is part of the insti- 
tute’s comprehensive research 


National Symposium on Sexual 
Assault and the work of the Attor- 
ney General's Task Force on Fam- 
ily Violence as well as the recom- 
mendations of the President's 
Task Force on Victims of Crime as 
other examples of the Department 
of Justice’s broad-based efforts 
against violent crime. 

William H, Matthews, NOBLE’s 
Executive Director stated, “this 
project is a first in a series of pro- 
grammatic activities designed to 
target and address specific victim 
concerns and articulate an 
appropriate police response in 
terms of assistance. We look for- 
ward to assisting Assistant Attor- 
ney General Lois Haight Herring-

professionals in finding solutions 
to the difficult and often vexing 
problems facing the administra- 
tion of justice.” 

The objectives of the project 
developed out of the realization 
that many law enforcement agen- 
cies may not be devoting approp- 
riate attention to the problem.

The Detroit, Michigan Judicial Tenure 
Commission wes asked by an organization 
of Black attorneys and the NAACP to inves- 
tigate Circuit Court Judge James Daner 

accused of interjecting race into the 

ughter trial of Frederick Luna. Lune, 
who is white, was accused of murdering 
wife, who allegedly had an affair with a 
Black man. ’ 

The Wolverine Bar Association's investi-_ 
gation came after the controversial remark 
“A spade has to be called a spade" 
allegedly was made by Daner during the 
conviction proceedings of Luna, who was 
guilty of manslaughter rather than first 
degree murder. The WBA reviewed all the 
transcripts of the case, and concluded that 
the judge, apparently on his own initiative, 
interjected race into this homicide 
proceeding. 

“We can only conclude that after the 
issue of race was raised during Luna's trial, 
that Judge Daner’s consideration of it in 4 
reaching his verdict was totally inapprop- ‘ 

tated WBA officials. 
a explanation of his “spade” com- 
wi he meant “Let's talk reality” 
and he has apologized for it but the use of 
this phrase reflects certain amounts of 
insensitivity toward Black people, protes- 
tors sald. 

The alarming fact is that “On a large 
soale, it appears that the judge is framing 
marital infidelity as justification for killing 
an unfaithful spouse,” protestors said.
